GAS BOMB ATTACK 
10 TEST WARSHIPS 


Airmen Will Hurl Tear Gas Mis- 
siles to Prove What Dead- 
lier Bombs Might Do. 











‘TOXIC SMOKE’ ALSO READY 


‘ 
Dense Poisonous Clouds Can Be 
Laid Down by Destroyers to 
Kill on Enemy's Ships. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (Associated 
Press).—The use of poisonous gases 
against naval. vessels under simulated 
battle conditions will be tested for the 
first time during bombing experiments 
to be conducted off the Atlantic Coast 
beginning June 21. 

While army and navy aerial forces are 
co-operating in an effort to demonstrate 
the effectiveness cr lack of effectiveness 
of aerial bombs against modern naval 
vessels, the Chemical Warfare. Service of 
the army will be launching a poison gas 
attack from the air against one or more 
warships in an attempt to show that the 
navy must immediately build up de- 
fenses against a new and meretpte men- 
ace—asphyxiation. 

Under ‘present plans the ship to be 
gassed will have a crew aboard. Non- 
explosive bombs filled with “tear gas’”’ 
will be dropped, and ‘every man on 
board the vessel will be required to keep 
within the protected areas and wear a 
gas mask, . : 
Officers of the Chemical Warfare Ser-) 
vice believe that by using a gas of in- 
tolerable concentration, that is of suffi- 
cient streneth to incapacitate but not to 
kill, the service can prove its contention 
that in the next war battleships must 
be made literally airtight to protect the 
crews. 

The Chemical Warfare Service and the 
War Department are co-operating in 
conducting experiments in the use of 
toxic gases at sea and building up ade- 
quate defenses to protect American 
sailors in the next war. As a result of 
these experiments important changes 
may be made in the design of new ships 
and of some already under construc- 
tion. 

The ‘‘tear gas’’ which the Chemical 
Warfare Service purposes to use in the 
coming tests’ is known to chemists as 
brombenzylcyanide. The mixture is in- 
tolerable to the eyes, but is not danger- 
ous. 

The significance of its effect on the 
battleship personnel, army officers say, 
will He in the fact that it is of a con- 
centration and. persistency similar to 
the instantly fatal gases which the 
Chemical Warfare Service is prepared to 
use against a hostile navy in time of 
war. 

It was pointed out today by army 
officers that the ventilating system of 
all warships was based on a suction 
system drawing air through tubes to 
every part of the vessel. This system, 
they declared, would be the chief ally 
of an enemy gas attack, sucking into 
every nook and corner of the vessel 
the deadly gases introduced into the 
ship .by deck-pfercing shells dropped 
from aircraft. Gases already prepared 
‘and in stock are df such deadly mix- 
ture, the officers say, that one whiff 
would kill almost instantly. 

Two Other Weapons. 

The Chemical Warfare Service has also 
developed, ‘it was learned, another 
deadly weapon to be used in naval war- 
fare in the future. It is a ‘‘ toxic 
smoke ’’ called diphenylchlorarsine, and 
designed to be used in place of the 
smoke screen, heretofore laid down by 
destroyers to shield the main fleet from 
the enemy. 

This ‘‘ toxic smoke "’ consists of dense 
poisonous dust clouds, which are to be 
liberated on the surface of the sea -in 
bombs and smoke boxes placed to wind- 
ward of the enemy force. The poison 
dust will be drawn into the ventilating 
system of the hostile ships, the officers 
say, with particularly deadly effect. 
has not been decided whether the 
“toxic smoke’’ principle, using non- 
deadly ingredients, will have a trial 
during the coming,.tests. c 

Athird innovation which the Chemical 
Warfare Service is working on is the de- 
velopment of a method of Placing a 
smoke screen over @ fleet ‘by the use 

of smoke bombs attached to parachutes 
and dropped from aircraft, or by similar

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The emer- 
gency tariff bill, carrying the anti- 
dumping and American valuation clauses 
and the Knox dyestuffs protection 
amendment, was passed by the Senate 
late this afternoon by a vote of 63 to-28, 
seven Democrats voting with the, Repyb- 
lican majority and one Republican with 
the minority. 

All efforts to amend the bill as. re- 
ported by the Finance Committee, or to 
strike out provisions that the opposition 
objected to, failed by substantial ma- 
jorities. . 

The only amendment that made a good 
showing in the voting was offered by 
Senator Reed of Missouri. This would 
have denied the privileges of the meas- 
ure to American exporters who sell their 
goods cheaper in the foreign markets 
than at home. This amendMment was 
lost, 50 to 40, seven Republicans sup- 
porting it and one Democrat oppos- 
ing it.

FLEEING CHURCHMAN 
MARRIES WAITRESS 


Deserting Wife of 25 Years, 
Shubel K. Siver Weds Adele 
Gouin Under Connecticut Law. 











NOT GUILTY OF BIGAMY 


Perjury the Only Ground of Pun- 
ishment Under Statute— 
To Amend Law. 


Shubel K. Siver, elderly churchman, 
who disappeared from New Brunswick, 
N. J., ten days ago, leaving a wife and 
three grown sons, took advantage of the 
loophole in the Connecticut bigamy law 
and was married in Greenwich on May 
5 to Adele Gouin, the 18-year-old wait- 
ress and business college student of Perth 
Amboy, whose disappearance was co- 
incident with his own. 

Siver’s associates and friends of the 
young woman were astonished when 
they learned of the marriage, as they 
were aware that Miss Gouin knew Siver 
already had a wife of twenty-five years 
standing. The couple tried to get a 
license in Perth Amboy, but were re- 
fused because it was known there that 
Siver was married. 

The girl’s mother, Mrs. Katherine 
Gouin, accompanied: them when. they 
were refused a license. An even more 
remarkable phase of the occurrence lies 
in the fact that though Mrs. Gouin was 
present when the license was refused be- 
cause Siver had a wife, he-succeeded in 
having the ceremony performed in Con- 
necticut because he presented an affida- 
vit purporting to be by the mother, giv- 
ing her consent to the union. 


Discovery of the Connecticut marriage}. 


has 'created a sensation in the First Re- 
formed Church community in New 
Brunswick. Since there already is a 
warrant for the arrest of Siver on a 
charge of embezzlement of $6,000 of the 
funds of the church, of which he had 
been treasurer for many years, the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Dr. Jasper Hogan, said no 
further steps would be taken now. 
‘The next thing is to get the man. 
I do not know what further action the‘ 
Church may take them,”’ he said. 


Wife Says Siver Is ‘‘ Dead” to Her. 


Mrs. Siver when informed of the mar- 
riage. reiterated her assertions that 
Siver was ‘‘dead’’ to her and that he 
and the young woman would be dis- 
appointed if they expected her to get a 
divorce. She added that she would not 
sponsor a bigamy presecution, but 
family friends asserted they would press 
for Siver’s punishment if he could be 
reached under the law. 

Siver reached Greenwich on April 29, 
made application for a license under 
the five-day law of that State and ar- 
ranged for Justice of the Peace Albert 
8S. Mead to perform the ceremony on 
May 5. The consent of Mra. Siver, nec- 
essary because her daughter is a minar, 
was sworn to before Niels Adolf Niel- 
son, a notary public in New Jersey. 
Siver himself swore that he was singld 
and that he never before had been mar- 
ried. 

Siver’s marriage is the third which has 
attracted public attention recently be- 
cause it has taken place under the pe- 
culiar Connecticut statute—differing 
from that of every other State in the 
Union—whereby a second marriage con- 
tracted in the face of an existing union 
is not bigamous unléss the contracting 
parties actually assume marital rela- 
tions in the State of Connecticut. 

It is presumed that the couple were 
aware of this queer kink in the statute 
and took advantage of it, as have other 
couples. If so, the only possibility of 
prosecution in Connecticut would lie in 
Siver’s apparent perjury when he swore 
that he was single. The authorities of, 
the State were represented last night as 
uncertain whether to take action’in that 
direction, since in two previous cases 
discussion of prosecution has not ma- 
terialized into anything effective. 

Whether or not it is decided to at- 
tempt to make an example of Siver—if 
he canbe found—it was said that in 
all likelihood this third conspicuous 
case of taking adyantage of the statute 
would crystallize the 
movement for its amendment .so that. 
Connecticut may not become a Gretna 
Green for every couple who want to 
disregard existing ties and contract 
new marriages.

A hostile demonstration by a crow4 
of men and women, who said they be- 
longed to the Irish-American Labor 
League, greeted the arrival yesterday 
of the Right Hon. James H. Thomas, 
Labor member of Parliament and Gen- 
eral Secretary of the National Union 
of Railwaymen of England. He was a 
passenger on the Olympic. Bearing 
black bordered placards with such in- 
scriptions as ‘‘ Thomas is fleeing the 
wrath of his country’”’ and 
hanged himself after the betrayal. Will 
Thomas do likewise?’’ the’ disturbers 
paraded in front of the White Star Line 
pier and then attempted to enter the 
customs barricade. 

Private detectives of the steamship 
company drove them back. When they 
tried again to return, a call was sent 
to the West Twentieth Street police 
station, and a sergeant and twelvo 
patrolmen came to preserve order. 
Friends of the British labor leader 
took Thomas and Miss A;:L. Thomas, 
his daughter, who accompanied him to 
the river end of the pier. They got 
to the main deck of the plier by way 
of a freight elevator. An automobile 
did the rest. It was fift@en minutes 
before, the crowd learned that Mr. 
Thomas had got away. 

Leaders of the crowd refused to teil 
what they had against Mr. Thomas. It 
was. believed they resented his recent 
defection from the triple labor alliance 
of transportation workers which result- 


ed in the abandonment of plans for a 


general striké in England. 

Mr. Thomas was inclined to be evasive 
about his mission here. He refused to 
tell where he would stop, except that it 
was at the home of a friend, nor how 
long he intended to remain in this coun- 
te ; 


‘““Why have you left England at ‘the 
time of one of the greatest labor dis- 
putes in the history of the country?” he 
was asked. 

‘‘T did so on the advice of my physi- 
cian, who said if I remained I would 
suffer a complete breakdown,”* he re- 
plied. ‘‘ A nervous. disorder has affect- 
ed my eyes to a degree.’”’ 

The only labor comment Mr. Thomas 
had to make was when he wag asked if 
he would study the railroad situation 
here since the return of the roads to 
the owners. 

‘““The American labor movement is 
fifty years behind Great Britain,’ he 
said. ‘‘The labor of Britain ig part 
of ‘the citizenship and ultimately will 
be the government. Take the strike we 
have been having. There is no violence, 
no shooting on the street? Everybody 
understands each other. Over there the 
employer goes to the employes’ repre- 
sentative when he wants men.”’ 

Mr. Thomas said he did not want the 
press to construe his refusal to give out 
an interview as an act of discourtesy— 
he simply had nothing to say. 


Britain to Fight for Coal Imports;

LONDON, May 11.—The Government 
issued today a definite announcement 
that it intended to import coal for carry- 
ine on services essential to the life of 
the community, and that if necessary it 

d take measures to provide for Its 
movement. 

It thus took direct issue with the 
transport workers, but in order to allay 
the fears of other sections of labor it 
pointed out that this coal could -not be 
used to make private profit for any- 
bodys-end that it did not intend to sup- 
ply facilities for coal for industrial pur- 
poses and other non-essential uses, - 

A meeting of the Executive of the Na- 
tional Union of Railwaymen has been 
called for Friday, and the Transport 
Workers’ Federation will then approach 
it and try to induce it to call a general 
railroad strike if the Government re- 
mains steadfast in its purpose. Until 
that meeting has been held the situa- 
tion remains in doubt.

Bringing the message that radiun» 
could cure even the most deep-rooted 
cancer, Mme. Marie Curie, whose hus- 
band, the late Professor Pierre Curie, 
gave her the major part of the credit 
for their joint discovery of radium, ar- 
rived yesterday on the Olympic of the 
White Star Line. Mme. Curie came at 
the invitation of a group of women who 
have raised more than $100,000 to pre- 
sent her with a gram of radium. ; 

Bhe was accompanied by her two 
daughters, Irene and Eve, and Mrs, 
William Brown Meloney, Chairman of 
the committee which raised the fund, 
who went to France to escort the vis- 
ftor. In recognition of Mme. Curie, 
the usual customs preliminaries were 
waived and arrangements made to fa- 
cilitate her progress through the crowd 
of admirers who waited from early 
morning until after noon to catch a 
glimpse of her. 

During the voyage Mme. Curie suf- 
fered from seasickness, and it was more 
than an hour after the steamer docked 
before she was able to leave for the 
home of Mrs. Meloney at 33 West 
Twelfth Street, where she will stay 
while in New York. Although visibly 
ill, the unassuming, motherly-looking 
scientist posed for a. battery of twenty- 
six photographers when told by friends 
that it was the proper thing to do. To 
newspapermen who gathered in her 
cabin she said in English: . 

Wanted to Come Here. 

“For many years I have wished to 
visit America, but my laboratory work 
and my children have made this impos- 
sible until now. I am happy to bring 
my daughters to see your great country 
with me. They share my gratitude to 
the American women for their interest 
in ecience and my work. I would like 
to take this opportunity through the 
press to thank the American peoplie.’’ 

In answer@to a question as to what 
she intended to do with the radium, 
Mme. Curie replied that she would con- 
tinue experiments to find better methods 
for the treatment of cancer. 

“Radium is a posit{ve cure for can- 
Keer,’ she said. “It has already cured 
all kinds of cancer, even deep-rooted 
cases.’

PARIS, May 11.—The French attitude 
toward the German acceptance of the 
allied ultimatum may be summed up- in 
two words: ‘‘ Show us.’

But then 
France, not entirely through her own 
fault, has got in the habit of being skep- 
tical toward the Germans, Furthermore, 
the French beliéve that Germany has 
not yielded through any psychological

No Ruhr Occupation Now. 


Of course, there is no. | r any 
question of occupying the Ruhr on Fri- 
dgy morning.

But. one could not help being impressed 
with the frequency with which was 
heard around the capital today the ex- 
pression that the Ruhr occupation had 
been delayed until July 1. That does 
not show ill-humor, it simply expressed 
Frdénch skepticism toward German 
promises. 

In other words it is now Germany’s 
task to restore good feeling in Europe:

GOETHALS TO AID

Germany Will Be Asked to De-|*! 
liver 25,000 Houses Offered 
by Simons. 


PARIS, May 11 (Associated Press).— 
M. Loucheur, Minister for the Devasta- 
ted Regions, told foreign press corre- 
spondents here today that Major Gen. 
George W. Goethals, forther Governor 
of the Panama Canal Zone, had been 
inyited to come to France to examine 
the devastated regions and advise re-

construction. Major Gen. Goethals, M 
Loucheur, said, had expressed willing- 
ness to accept the invitation. 

M. Loucheur said that something like 
100,000,000,000 francs were to be spent 
in these regions, in addition to the 27,- 
000,000,000 already employed for this 
purpose, the expenditure to be made at 
the rate of about 11,000,000,000 francs a 
year. 

France, said the Minister, would be 
obliged tg. furnish from 25,000,000,000 to 
30,000,060,000 francs for reconstruction 
alone, over and above her share of the 
reparations due from Germany, accord- 
ing to the Reparation Commission's 
figures, ; 

Just before the London. conference, 
Dr. Simons, the Foreign Minister, of- 
fered in behalf of Germany, to furnish 
25,000 houses, declared M. Loucheur, 
and he add ‘““Now we are going to 
ask Germany to deliver them. 

“But the offers of German labor,’’ he 
continued ‘ presents eat complica- 
ons and is is entirely impracticable in 
regions where the populations have re- 
turned in large numbers.”’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 11.—Five 
experts were verifying today their an- 
alysis of the glowing substance found 
in a capsule by, one of Mrs. Bobey 
Murray’s daughters in a Chicago ele- 
vated train several days ago, to estab- 
lish it as the missing tube of radium 
for which a. reward o 
offered. .

LENIN SAYS REDS CAN 
AFFORD COMPROMISE 


He Recommends Saving Commuan- 
ism by Renouncing ‘Certain 
Theoretical Precepts.’ 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—In a speech 
delivered recently before the railway- 
men’s conference at Moscow, Nicolai 
Lenin asserted that the Soviets were to- 
day powerful ar.d strong enough both .to 
admit their mistakes of the past and to 
overcome all new difficulties and to save 
communism by paying the price of ‘‘ re- 
nunciation of certain theoretical pre- 
cepts.”’ 

‘Three and a half years of continu- 
ous, unprecedented fighting are now be- 
hind us,’’ 4eclared Lenin, according to 
extracts from. his speech received in 
Washington today. ‘‘ It is time to bal- 
ance our accounts, to confess frankly 
and openly that the international pro- 
‘letariat has practically not supported us 
at all. And now we are being accused 
of wishing to return to the old capital- 
ist state of affairs. But our accusers 
forget one thing—the bourgeois class 
does not exist any more in Russia. We 
have completely destroyed the Russian 
bourgoisie. Only the peasantry is in 
the position today to conduct ‘and con- 
tinue to struggle against the victorious 
proletariat. “And I ask you: What do 
you want? To fight the peasantry—a 
new war to the bitter end—or would you 
prefer a peace by mutual agreement. 

‘“‘ As far as I am personally concerned, 
I know only too well how badly organ- 
ized are the Russian peasants, how little 
class consciousness they have. And in 
such circumstances they :do not repre- 
sent a serious menace to the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat. Therefore we 
must by all means strive to attain a 
union with the peasantry ana meet them 
half way with regard to their justifiable 
demands. 

‘““The peasants have suffered a great 
deal during these past few years—mili- 
tary requisitions, famine, poor crops, 
epizooty. And -now. do not forget those 
new troubles, those new cares that the 
demobilized soldiers are carrying back 
with them to their village homes. The 
soldiers do not wish to go back, culti- 
vate their land and become peaceful 
workers: The demobilized soldiers are 
our greatest enemies. They have been 
accustomed to rob and pillage and mur- 
der; they have been accustomed to satis- 
fy peas their own needs and desires. This 
anarchical characteristic of the demob- 
ilized “soldiery has found a favorable 
echo in the dull discontent and dissatis- 
faction of the peasant masses, and these 
two combined factors may destroy our 
republic. 

“* In these circumstances we cannot £0 
too-far in our game with the bourgeoisie, 
which is impatiently awaiting our down- 
fall. But the hopes of the world capital- 
ists will not be realized. The Soviets to- 
day are powerful and strong enough. to 
admit their mistakes of the past and to 
pit el — reese Ge oo to save 
communism by paying the price,of re- 
munciation of certain theoreticdl pre- 
cepts.

KYOTO, Japan, May 11.--Leaders of 
the radical ‘‘ Omotokyo ’’ cult have been 
piaced under arrest, with many of their 
principal followers, after a police raid 
on the headquarters of the organization 
at Ayabe, near here. They are charged 
with distributing alarmist reports, cal- 
culated to disturb the public. 

Police officials who conducted the raid 
broke into a secret temple at Ayabe, 
and there found 2,000,000 yen in specie 
and several hundred swords. An in- 
vestigation is declared to have shown 
that the famous shrine of Omotokyo 
contained nothing but pebbles wrapped 
in paper. Subterranean passages were 
discovered leading to the residence of 
Wanisaburo Deguchi, adopted son of 
the, woman who was the founder of the 
cult, it is said, and in his home were 
found chesta containing diamonds and 
rubies valued at $1,000,000. Firearms 
were also found stored in the building, 
the police assert.

IMMIGRATION BILL STANDS. 


Conferess Retain ‘Essential Features 
_ of Measure Vetoed by Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, May 11. — Conferees 
on the Immigration Restriction bili 
agreed today to retain the plan of limit- 
ing immigration inflow by nationalities 
next year to 3 per cent. of the number 
from each nation now in the United 
States, but struck out House proposals 
te exempt from these- restrictions per- 
sons subject to ‘religious persecution and 
those who had left this country tempo- 
rarily. The House exemption in favon 
of children under 1-year of parents in 


this country was retained. 

The conference report will be presented 
first to the House, with prospects of 
prompt ratification by both bodies. By 
conference .agreement the restrietions 
would. become, effective fifteen ‘days 
after signature by the President. 

In” essential features the conference 
measure is almost identical with that 
‘yetesy by former President Wilson. 


COMMONS BARS DUMPING. 


Aiso Passes Resolution for Protec- 
tion of “Key Industries.” 


LONDON, May 12.—In an all night 
session, which ended at 4:45 o’clock this 
(Thursday) morning, the House of Com- 
mong rejected dmendments to the Gov- 
ernment’s two resolutions on the Safe- 
guarding of Industries bill. Both reso- 
lutions were passed under closure after 
considerable acrimonious debate. 

The first resolution, providing protec- 
tion for ‘“‘ key industri¢s '’ was adopted, 
286 to 72, while the second, which pro- 


vides protection of industries by pro- 
hibiting ‘‘ dumping’”’ was partied by a 
vote of 118 to 37. , .

Even if Mayor Gillen holds his place 
‘as the fifth of the Commissioners elect- 
ed, it seemed certain last night that he 
would not be chosen, Mayor—an office 
conferred upon one of its: members by 
ballot of the commission itself. Cus- 
tomarily the man polling the hfghest 
yote has been chosen Mayor.: Former 
Mayor Thomas I. Raymond, Repub- 
lican, who polled the highest votés of 


'the ten candidates, is the logical choice, 


but is understood to prefer remaining 
at the head of the Department of Public 
Improvements. John F. Monahan, Dem- 
ocrat, was the only member of the pres- 
ent commission defeated, and it is prob- 
able that the De artment of Parks and 
Public Property, the lowllest on the com- 
apesice. which he relinquishes, will go. 
en. 


Faced Strong Opposition. 
“Gillen was’ opposed for re-election by 


all the newspapers, many business and 


professional men, numerous civic or- 
ganizations and both politica] machines 


and his run in face of such conditions 
is considered remarkable. 

The new member of the commission, 
replacing Monahan, is Fred C. Breiden- 
bach, Republican, who is slated for Ray- 
mond’s job if Raymond decides to be- 
come Mayor. Commissioner Alexander 
Archibald, Democrat, is expected to re- 
main at the head of the Department. of 
Finance, and William J. Brennan, Inde- 
pendent, probably will be reassigned to 
the Department of Public Safety. 

In Jersey City, where the re-election of 
the present Democratic commission 
never was in doubt, the feature of the 
vo& is the tremendous strength shown 
by A. Harry Moore, Commissioner of 
Parks and Public Buildings who carried 
every one of the 169 election districts 
and ran more than 45,000 ahead of 
Mayor Frank Hague, who headed the 
ticket. Moore’s total was approximately 
75 per cent, of the total registered vote 
of Jersey City. The result is interpreted 
as making it certain that Moore will: be 
the Democratic nominee for Governor 
next’ Fall. It has been an open secret 
for some weeks that the Hague machine 
stood ready to support him and Gov- 
ernor Edwards in a campa speech a 
few days ago referred to h as ‘‘.the 
next Governor of New Jersey.'”

Moore was the central figure of an 
informal reception in the Mayor's office 
yesterday morning in which politicians 
freely referred to him as the next 
Gubernatorial candidate.

The movement to establish a National 
Billiard Commission to have complete 
eontrol of this port, both amateur and 
professional, in this country has already 
borne fruit. While discussing the mat- 
ter yesterday Charles P. Miller, Vice 
President of the Brunswick-Balke-Col- 
lender Company, stated that a meeting of 
representatives of the various interests 
associated with jthe sport will be held in 
this city early in June, at which time 
the matter will be thoroughly discussed 
in detail, and, if it is found feasible and 
practical, such a geen body will be 
established immediately ‘thereafter. 

Mr. Miller has just returned from a 
meéting in Chi , where the question 
was brought up for preliminary discus- 
sion. At that S ostan it was soriee to 
invite representatives of the diffe ent 
interests pi attend the session in 
York in June.. Fhe proposal met with 
an immediate response, and there is 
eve reagon to believe that the com- 
mission will be functioning by the be- 
ginning of next season. 

The matter has already advanced to 

hat might be termed concrete form. 

f course, the plans at this time are 
purely tentative and are subject to any 
change or changes that may be deemed 
advigaple when the proposal has been 
more thoroughly gone into. At present, 
however, the plan calls for a general 
commission, which will be divided into 
various sub-committees to handle the 
various angles of the sport. Just how 
many men will be on this general com- 
mittee has been considered only in a 
most informal way, and will depend 
largely upon the amount of work to be 
done by the governing body and the 
manner in which this work can most 
efficiently be handled with dispatch. 

t the nresent time it is agreed that 
tie tteetents which should be represent- 
ed on the commission are the players, 
both amateur and professional; the room 
owners, the press and the manufactur- 
ers. In this way all the interests that 
are vitally associated with the conduct 
of the sport at the present time will be 
represented. on the general governing 
body. At the head of the commission 
there will probably be three executive 
officers who are not identified with any 
of the interests mentioned, These men 
will probably act as a court of last ap- 
peal, similar in many respects to the old 
National Commission. of baseball. 

In just what way the expenses of the 
commission will be defrayed is one of 
the important matters. that _must be 
given serious thought. It has been pro- 
posed that the billiard rooms of the 
country be taxed a nominal sum on each 
table and that a percentage of the re- 
ceipts of all championship matches be 
turned over to # general fund to defray 
the expense of government. Baseball 
teams playing in the world’s serfes each 
Fall give 10 per cent. of the re¢eipts to 
the support of the government of their 
sport, and it has been suggested that 
those who are financially interested in 
billiards would willing'y agree to a sim- 
ilar scheme if the interests of the sport 
were to be furthered by such action. 
However, this is one of the vital points 
that will have to be considered at the 
meeting in thie city. 

Replies to a circular letter regarding | m 
the meeting have been received from 
many sections of the country, and it is 
evident that the sessions here will be at- 
tended ‘by billiard enthusiasts from the 
Pacific Coast, Middle West, Northwest 
South and New England States as wel 
as from this district.

I am going to leave the 
cares of State and the responsibilities of 
the elections and visit her.’’ 

Signora’ Giolitti was never much in 


the public eye. She was essentially a 
woman of the home. She did not even 
take part in social events. She was the 
mother of two sons and two daughters, 
alt of them married. The eldest son, 
ae rico, has been for a long time in the 
ed States, where he is engaged in 
eeinearing work with one of the great 
steel concerns.

after an early uncertain movement, ad- 
vanced to $3.99, a higher price than any 
reached thus-far in 1921, while Italian 
lire rose nearly % cent, also ‘to the 
year’s best price. What was perhaps 
even more’ interesting, exchange on 
Berlin advanced sharply to the highest 
rate quoted in nearly a month. The 
future course of the exchange markets 
Will in some ways be more significant 
than the action of prices on the Stock 
Exchange, especially when the large in- 
ternational transactions involved in the 
/reparations payment are begun. 
Our foreign ‘trade in April, the state- 
ment of which was published by the Gov- 
ernment yesterday at an unusually early 
date, gave evidence of further rapid 
contraction. The sum of the month’s 
export and import values is $40,000,000 
less than in March and $585, 000,000 
under that of April, 1920; the decrease 
from the month last year amounting to 
49 per cent., a figure which is curiously 
close to the Bradstreet estimate of 48 
per cent. as the average fall in prices 
of commodities between May 1, 1920, and 
the same date in 1921. The value of 
last month’s merchandise exports was 
not quite one-half as great as in April, 
1920, and smaller than im any month 
since January of 1916; when, as it hap- 
pens, average prices were almost exactly 
the same as they are today. All this 
would certainly seem to indicate that, 
greatly as our export trade has declined, 
measured in dollars, the shrinkage is 
much more a result of lower prices than 
of smaller quantities exported. 
Last month’s surplus of exports over 
imports, $85,000,000, compares with 
$188,000,000 in April of last year, and 
the export excess for the ten months be- 
ginning last July is $884,000,000 smaller 
than in the similar period a year ago. 
Considering, along with this great 
shrinkage of our own ‘‘ merchandise bal- 
ance,” the equally striking recent change 
in the opposite direction in the foreign 
trade of England, France and Italy, the 
recovery of New York exchange on those. 
three countries becomes: still more in- 
telligible. The Government states our 
total gold imports during April as $92,- 
000,000, offset by wholly. negligible ex- 
ports. This makes a total gold import 
of $281,000,000 during the four first 
months of 1921—a movement never ex- 
ceeded except by the $460,000,000 im- 
ports of the four months before our 
country went to war in 1917. ; 
Mid-week reviews of conditions in the 
steel trade are not cheerful.

Bankers Puzzled Why. Why. Sweden. Does 
Not Ship by Freight or Express. 


Approximately $11,000,000 worth of 
gold bullion arrived in New York yes- 
terday by mail from Sweden for New 
York bankers on the liner United States.
